The 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph rejection is withdrawn in light of applicant's argument However, the examiner would like to make 
clear for the record that the stored user preferences would need to be loosely related to the user profile since it is not specifically defined. 
The Sachs reference does teach the claimed limitations. The examiner is updating the citations to better reflect the prior arts teachings. 
The Sachs reference teaches "determining at least one of a plurality of user specified parameters included in the user profile that are 
permitted to be sent to the first information processing apparatus." 

The user specified parameters are stored in a database accessible to the registration server and the authentication server. These 
parameters are unique to each profile. Each portable electronic book contains a unique secret key (bottom of col. 3) and a list of all the 
owned digital contents. The portable book connects and authenticates to the primary bookstore and when successful (col. 4, lines 1-11), 
a session key is established (col. 4, lines 27-34) and the central bookshelf is accessible to the portable electronic book. The first 
information processing apparatus is the portable electronic book. The at least one of the plurality of user specified parameters sent to the 
portable electronic book are the owned digital contents and they are permitted to be sent to the portable electronic device based on the 
session key (information processing apparatus identifer), content key (content identification information col. 4, lines 38-41), and primary 
bookstore (col. 9). . 
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
